WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Pro- 


union workers were given great- 
er protection against unfair la- 
bor practices today by the Su- 
preme Court. 


A unanimous decision 
held 


that an employer found to have 
violated workers' rights prior to 
a representation election can be 
forced to stop the practice even 
though a second, unchallenged 
election has been held. 


The ruling dealt with so-far 


unsuccessful efforts by the In- 
ternational Union of Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers, 
AFL-CIO, to organize the more 
than 500 workers at the Moun- 
tain View, Calif., plant of Ray- 
theon Co. 


The court said the fact that 


the union eventually lost a new 
election in which no complaint 
was filed against Raytheon does 
not mean the company cannot 
be forced by the National Labor 
Relations 
Board 
and federal 


courts to stop unfair practices 
that 
accompanied 
an earlier 


election. 


The U.S. Circuit Court in San 


Fr a n c i s c o dismissed the 
NLRB's enforcement attempt in 
February 1969, ruling that the 
holding of an unchallenged elec- 
tion at the Mountain View plant 
had made the issue moot. The 
high court said 
through Justice 


Thurgood Marshall it cannot be 
assumed that workers' rights 
were protected merely because 
an election has been held. He 
said there was nothing in the 
record to show that the specific 
acts complained 
of have not 


been repeated nor is there any 
assurance they will not be re- 
peated in the future. 


However, Marshall and the 


court returned the dispute to the 
federal court in San Francisco 
for a determination of whether 
workers' rights indeed 
have 


been violated. There, the justice 
said, the company will have a 
chance to argue there was no 
violation or that it was so mar- 
ginal an enforcement order is 
unjustified. 


Marshall's opinion was an- 


nounced for him by Justice Pot- 
ter Stewart.

Court Shields 
Newspapers 
From Libel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court shielded news- 
papers today from libel judg- 
ments for reporting heated pub* 
lie debate on controversial mat- 
ters. 


In a 74 decision the court said 


the reprinting of "rhetorical hy* 
perbole" or a "vigorous epi* 
thet" against a public figure at 
a public meeting is protected by 
the First Amendment. 


Even the word "blackmail" 


may be used in an article so 
long as the readers understood 
the criticized public figure was 
not charged with the commis- 
sion of a criminal offense, Jus* 
tice Potter Stewart said. 


The libel decision reverses a 


$17,500 judgment a Washington 
area developer had won against 
the Greenbelt, Md., News Re- 
view. 


The court said there was no 


evidence the weekly newspaper 
engaged in malice when it re- 
ported the developer, Charles S. 
Bresler, had been accused of 
"blackmail" at a city council 
meeting. 


Justice Byron R. White ob- 


jected to the sweep of the deci- 
sion, saying newspapers and 
broadcasters should not be im- 
munized from libel judgments 
when they use ambiguous lan- 
guage and fail to guard against 
the possibility of double-mean- 
ing words that may seriously 
damage the person in the eyes 
of the average reader. - 


However, White went along 


with the majority in reversing 
the libel judgment because he, 
like the other justices, said the 
trial judge erred when he told 
the jury a newspaper may be 
held for libel on a finding of 
"falsehood and general hostili- 
ty." 


Stewart said the Constitution 


imposes strict limits upon the 
possibility of collecting libel 
judgments because the threat of 
such judgments could impair 
the unfettered exercise of free- 
dom of speech and freedom of 
the press.

Hew York's 
Redistricting 
Plan Upheld 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court approved today 
New York's statewide congres- 
sional redistricting plan. 


The 1969 state apportionment 


law had been attacked as uncon- 
stitutional 
gerrymandering by 


the Republican-controlled legis- 
lature. The attack was brought 
by David I. Wells, a political 
scientist. 


The court, ruling six weeks 


after Wells had appealed, af- 
firmed the judgment of a three- 
judge federal court in New York 
City that the plan is constitu- 
tional. 


The 1969 law followed invali- 


dation 
of New York's 1968 


congressional districting plan 
by the Supreme Court last 
April. The new plan will be used 
to elect 41 congressmen from 
the state in November. 


Wells, an official of the Inter- 


national Ladies Garment Work- 
ers Union, said Republicans in 
Albany had drawn grotesquely 
shaped and non contiguous dis- 
tricts for partisan advantage. 
He said the districts were equal

K x a m i n a t i o n time is a 


lime of increased 
tension 


for ;ill school children. This 
tension is normal and in 90 
per cent of the pupils it helps 
them to do their best. For 
the remaining 10 per cent, 
which includes good as well 
as poor students, the tension 
may paralyze thought ami 
create a mental hazard simi- 
lar to that experienced by 
some golfers. 


This is accentuated when 


the outcome is critical and 
(ear of failure grips the stu- 
dent. Often the worry pre- 
ceding the examination is 
far worse than the exam it- 
sell and it may be respon- 
sible for such symptoms as 
headache, nausea or severe 
depression. Parents 
should 


be watchful for these symp- 
toms. 


T h e r e is no drug that 


should be given to tide the 
student over. Drugs taken 
for this purpose often cause 
drowsiness or may even ac- 
c e n t u a t e the jitters, 
but 


words of encouragement will 
bolster the self-confidence of 
the student. The best treat- 
ment, however, is the pro- 
verbial ounce of prevention.

It will not recur. The 


antibiotic, tetracycline, may 
shorten the cotfrse of the 
disease.

Problem Is 
Overcome 
in

TEXAHKANA, Ark, (AP) - 


Although classrooms are crowd* 
ed and there are too meny stu* 
dents for the one teacher per 
grade, school officials at Genoa 
Central School in Miller County 
have found a way to combat the 
problem— at least in part, 


Their answer was the enlist* 


ment of high school students to 
work with younger pupils as 
student aides. The small coun- 
ty school, located some 11 miles 
southeast of Texarkana, has ex- 
perienced the overcrowded con- 
ditions in recent years due to 
a movement or 
migration of 


people 
from the city to the 


country. 


The idea to solicit help from 


high school students came from 
a meeting with officials of the 
Southwest Arkansas Diagnostic 
and Remedial Services Center 
in Magnolia, according to Gary 
Cobb, principal of the element- 
ary side of the school. 


"We met with officials of the 


Diagnostic Center to discuss 
some of the problems we face 
and this seemed to be our ma- 
jor problem," Cobb said. "We 
discussed various possibilities 
for solving it and finally came 
up with the student aide idea." 


Cobb was named chairman of 


a committee to work out details 
of the proposed program and 
the program was put into ef- 
fect more than six weeks ago. 


"We decided 
to use high 


school students from grades 9- 
12 and the first qualification 
was that the student must main- 
tain a grade of "C" or above 
in every subject, and have a 
good moral character in accord- 
ance with discipline guidelines 
set forth in the Student Hand- 
book." 


Cobb said the students work 


during study hall periods only 
and said the standard proced- 
ure is for students to w-jrk with 
one teacher for six weeks and 
then rotate, but said the rule 
was subject to change. The stu- 
dents apply for the program 
through applications printed by 
the committee. 


Elementary teachers at the 


school use the student aides in 
various 
subjects 
and 
ways. 


Most all the teachers divide the 
class into groups with some 
teachers working with special 
groups and assigning the spe- 
cial groups to the student aide. 
Some teachers let the student 
work out the study and lesson 
plans for their groups while 
other teachers plan the lesson 
for the aide and let the student 
administer the lessons, grade 
papers and give individual help. 


"So far we have been very 


pleased with the results of the 
program," Cobb said. "It gives 
our teachers more time to work 
with 
individual students 
and 


each group can proceed on its 
particular level." 


Other 
elementary 
teachers 


were pleased with the program 
too. 


"The kids love it," one teach- 


er said. "They look forward to 
the period 
with the 
student 


aides." 


Another teacher 
said 
she 


thought the program was effec- 
tive because the student aides 
can reach the children on their 
own level much better than an 
older teacher. 


Cobb said members of the Di- 


agnostic 
Center 
visited 
the 


school recently to check on the 
progress of the program and 
said the visitors were apparent- 
ly pleased with the results. 


Cobb said officials with the 


center say the program is the 
first of its kind they know about 
and are very enthusiastic about 
its results. He said if the pro- 
gram does prove effective the 
center will recommend its use 
in other schools with similar 
situations, 


School officials are optimistic 


about the program's outcome, 


L. B. Kennedy, superintend- 


ent of the school, praised the 
program and said he felt it 
could 
be 
very 
effective in 


schools similar to Genoa Cen- 
tral. 


"The school could not afford 


to hire additional teachers for 
the grades with too many stu- 
dents, and this could solve the 
problem," he said.

ment in such municipality was 
rejected." 


Mayor Frank Douglas issued 


this statement: 


"There is no disposition on the 


part of any city official to pre- 
vent a vote on the question of the 
form of city government but an 
orderly procedure requires, and 
the law directs, that the city clerk 
with the aid of the city attorney 
make a check of the names on 
the petitions to determine whe- 
ther or not the sufficient num- 
ber of qualified electors have 
signed it. When that is complet- 
ed, the city clerk will then cer- 
tify as to the sufficiency or in- 
sufficiency of the petitions. At 
that point an election will be cal- 
led if the petitions are in pro- 
per form and are signed by the 
required numbers of electors." 
Stock Market 
Really Not 
True Indicator

WASHINGTON (AP) - If the 


stock market were to be be- 
lieved, the economy would be in 
for a whopper of a recession. 
But the market is more often 
wrong than right as a foreteller 
of disaster. 


Economists inside and outside 


Washington 
generally 
agree, 


privately at least, that a reces- 
sion is in progress. Almost 
unanimously they appraise it as 
shallow and brief, turning into 
recovery by summer or fall, 


By contrast with the loss of 


roughly one-fourth of the paper 
value of stock holdings— about 
$200 billion— corporation econo- 
mists foresee a 1970 decline in 
profits averaging not more than 
5 or 10 per cent from last year's 
record of $94,3 billion. 


As in each market slump of 


recent years, business experts 
recall the 
comment of Paul 


Samuelson, 
Massachusetts 
In- 


stitute of Technology econo- 
mist, 
who said: "The stock 


market Kas predicted eight of 
the last three recessions." 


Government economists 
say 


that if Samuelson's tally is 
brought up to date, it becomes 
11 out of the four postwar reces- 
sions. 


To that list may be now added 


the 25,7 per cent drop from the 
peak of the bull market in De* 
cember 1968, to this month, The 
question 
whether 
there is a 


recession 
must be answered 


"probably," economists agree. 


They also agree it will be a 


mild oae, 


An administration official- 


one in close touch with the fi- 
nancial markets— suggested the 
stock market is a better reflec- 
tor of the state of public confi- 
dence and Wall Street's own 
morale than an indicator of eco- 
nomic truths. 


"The Cambodia decision and 


the reaction to it did much dam- 
age to confidence," this official 
admitted privately. "The inter- 
nal polarization of the country, 
the depth of dissent, and the 
questioning of the quality of our 
decision-making 
are very im- 


portant factors in the market's 
behavior. 


"It will make all the differ- 


ence in the world when the 
troops come out of Cambodia 
without 
spreading the war, 


when campus disorders subside,
